470 TAC 3-10 Foster Care and Adoption Assistance Program

The rule to be readopted and amended is 470 IAC 3-10, Foster Care and Adoption Assistance Program. The amendment affects 470
IAC 3-10-2 to eliminate membership in a minority group as an eligibility criterion and make children 2 years of age or older, or a
sibling group in which one child is 2 yeas of age or older, eligible for adoption assistance payments to the adoptive parents providing
the child meets the other eligibility requirements of the rule.
